.s trees continue their growth from a sapling stage, many 
variations occur. There are some trees, strongly seeking light, that 
grow swiftly upwards. Others, taking time to more fully develop 
st long roots, reveling in the shade, grow thicker rather than tall, 
building a strong inner fiber.

single tree may be described as a miniature ecosystem. Annie Wright 
is analogous to a tree's ecosystem. 

A healthy tree, for example, has a root system embedded in fertile well 
watered ground, which is stabilized by bedrock The tree's weight is bom by 
a sturdy trunk, Several supporting boughs lead to smaller networks of 
branches which cany nutrients to the leaves. The sap which flows through 
the branches nourishes all pans of the tree. The leaves create an important 
conduit. Not only do they receive nurturance from the sap, they take in 
sunlight and moisture which are essential to the tree's ability to grow. The tree 
is not a totally self-contained system In order for it to bear fruit, for example, 
blossoms must be pollinated by bees. 

The tree grows and bears fruit best when it is well-tended; pruned, 
fertilized, watered, as necessary. The fruit, then, may be harvested and 
distributed so that others benefit from it. 

Bark protects the tree from attacks, such as disease, foraging animals, or car 
fenders. As seasons pass and small branches and leaves fall to the ground, they 
replenish the soil with important nutrients which provide for the tree's 



continued strength.
